Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation. The mode of 
operation of Invention I includes a reaction chamber-lifting device, a chamber base 
sealingly engageable with the bottom of the reaction chamber, a guide and a transfer

mechanism that are not required by Invention II. Also, the mode of operation of 
Invention II includes a vertical electrode electrically coupled to a horizontal electrode, 
which is not required by Invention I. Two-way distinction exists and the inventions are 
properly restrictable. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
